other Offences he had formerly committed, and now heartily repented of. 

6. John Y2i0},. convicted of, and condemn'd for, ſeveral Robberies by him 
committed on the High-way with Robert Yrekers and Francis Pare wot, 1 ft, For 
Aſlaulting and arr, William Spimage, Gent. and taking from him a Purſe 

with 14 Guineas and a hali-Guinea, a Watch valve 8 /. and other things, as he 
was riding in a Hackney-Coach in Faringdon-lane near Hornſey, on the't8th of 
Auguſt laſt. 24ly, For a like Aſſault and Robbery by them jointly committed 
on the Perſon of George Heyer Eſq; on Horſeback, near Tottenham-Coure, in the 
Pariſh of St. Pancr.s,from whom they took a pair of Piſtols value 40+. and a Gel- 
ding valve 30 J. on the 18th of Sept. laſt. And, 34h, For ſuch another Afﬀault. 
and Robbery which the ſaid Prior and Fickers committed on Mr. Mili am Squire, 
who was by them very roughly handled, and threatned to be kilFd- ( befides 
their taking from him 5 Guineas, a Watch with a Chain and Seal, and 10's. in 
Silver, near the Turnpike at Tottenham) without any regard to the faid Mr. 
Squire's Character, being one of HIS MAJESTY's Meſſengers. This John Prior 
ſaid, he was 34 years of age, boi n at Caiſoo in Bedfordſpirꝰ Fhat he follow d Huſ- 
bandry while in the Country: That leaving bath Husbandry and Country, he 
came up to London above 4 years ago, and liſted himſelf; Mt the 2d Regiment 
of Foot-Guards : That ſoon after this, he giving way to a lewd Life, was by 
the Evidence againſt him (one of his Accomplices) ſoon enticed into the com- 
miſſion of many ill Facts with him, particularly thoſe he now ftood'condemn'd 
for, which he freely confeſs'd he was guilty of; and ſaid, That when bimſelt 
and Vickers aſſaulted Mr, Squire, Francis Parquot was not with them but that 
haue was in their Company, and aſſiſted them in the two other Robberies, and 
likewiſe in ſeveral other Facts of the like nature, for which he the ſaid Prior 
had made all the amends he could, by ſending to the Perſons he had any ways 
wj:rd ; adding (which Vickers alſo confirm'd) ThatWilloughby Strickland,who 
was try'd for theſe Facts and acquitted, was not in the leaſt concern'd in them, 
nor in any other with them; and that the ſaid Srrickland knew not they were 
engag'd in ſuch Courſes. : He was very.ignorant, and could not ſo much as 
read; yet ſeem'd to he very ſenſible of this, That he could not expett GOD's Mer- 
cy without true Repentance,; Which he therefore endeavour'd to ſtir up himſelf 
to, and deſir'd my Prayers for him, and Inſtructions to him, which he ſaid he 
would obſerve; and ſol believe he die.

Lane, in the Pariſh of St. Giles Crippleg are + That about 4 years ago he growing 
weary of his Imployment, liſted himſelf into the 2d Regiment of Foot- Guards, 
where he had not been very lang before he began to be lobſe, and follow ill 
Courſes; owning,, That (beſides the Facts he ſtood condemn'd for) he had 
committed ſeveral others of that ſort, but never kill'd any Per ſon; which, he 
ſaid, was no ſmall Comfort to him. Upon this, I defir'd him (and the reſt) to 
conſider, that when a Man is wilfully engag'd in an Unlawful Ac (ſuch as thoſe 
they were guilty of) he thereby expoſes himſelf to the temptation and hazard 
of committing the heinous Crime of Murder, or forcing the Perſon Aſaulted to

Town call'd Marines, near Rochel : That about 15 Years ſince he came into 
England, and liv'd 3 Years with a French Jeweller, and then came away om 
him : That when he had left his Maſter he went to the City of Barh, and there 
kept a Shop for ſome time ; but being 1a Debt, was forc'd to leave that Place, 
and come up to London, where he privately follow'd his Occupation. He de— 


nyẽ'd the Facts for which he ſtood condem d, and which his Companions; Þ1jo? 


and Qickers, cold me (and that too before his Face) he was as nvich gpilty of 
as themſelves ; and yet he obſtinate]y perſiſted in his Denial; Who all-along 
behav'd himſelf ſo, and ſhew'd fo much Unwillingneſ to come to Prayer, aud 
receive good Inſtructions, that I'm afraid he was too regardleſs of his Future 
State, ſhewing no Concern for it ia the leaſt, till he came very near the time 
of his Death.

At the Place of Execution, to which ſeven were carry'd from Nemgate in 3 Carts this Day, 
and Parquat in a Coach, I attended them for the laſt time, and with my uſual Exhortations, 


Prayers, finging of Penitential Pfalms, and other Acts of Religion, endeavour'd finally to diſpoſe 


forts of Bibles and Common Prayers, vx. The 
Three new large Folio Bibles, printed at Ox- 


them for à better State. They ſaid they had nothing to add to hat they told me before con- 
cerning the Facts they died for, or any other; only. Will:am Ward and Samuel Lynn confeſs'd, 
That about a T welvemonth-ago they took from off a Coach ftanding at the Spread-Eagle-Inn 
in Grarechurcb-ſtreet, a Portmanteau with Goods in it belyngivg to Dr. Tilburg; and had alſo 
been concern'd together in ſeveral ſuch Facts, but could nor particularly recolle& tbemſelres 
about them. Then they defir'd the Standers-by to pray for them, and take Warning by them, 
Aftek this, and my repeated Prayers for their Sonls happy paſſage and admiſſion into the Man- 
ſions of Everlaſting Bliſs and Glory, I with4rew from them; and then William Ward ſa id ſome- 
thing to the People, which 1 did not diſtinctly bear. This done, they all apply'd themſelves 


to their private Devotion, for which they had ſon e Time allotted ; and as they were calling on
